Baptists  In  Europe  have  taken  steps 
to  form  a  European  Baptist  Federa¬ 
tion  to  join  In  a  world-wide  battle 
for  freedom  of  religion. 

This  was  the  statement  at  the  Mon¬ 
day  morning  session  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance  by  Dr.  W.  O.  Lewis 
of  London.  He  spoke  to  12,000  mes¬ 
sengers  gathered  here  in  Cleveland 
representing  every  continent  and 
every  country  of  the  world. 

Dr.  Lewis,  who  is  associate  general 
secretary  of  the  Baptist  World  Al- 
ke  on  “The  Importance  of 
the  World  Picture.”  In  part

Korean  War  Increases 
Church  Attendance 

New  York— <RNS>— Reporte  from 
various  sections  of  the  country  dis¬ 
close  that  in  some  areas  there  has 
been  a  marked  increase  in  church  at¬ 
tendance  as  a  result  of  the  Korean 
War. 

Clergymen  in  Dallas,  Texas,  said 
they  hadn’t  seen  such  large  summer 
crowds  since  the  troubled  days  of 
World  Wars  I  and  II. 

Nearly  aU  Dallas  ministers  agreed 
that  It  was  a  fear  of  another  global 
war  and  a  hunt  for  the  security  of 
religion  that  prompted  such  crowds. 

A  poll  of  clergymen  In  Atlanta.  Ga  , 
showed  attendance  was  up  in  almost 
everv  church  in  the  city,  lhe  clergy¬ 
men  attributed  the  upsurge  to  “a 
spiritual  craving  sharpened  by  the 
Korean  situation.” 

Dr.  Louie  D.  Newton,  pastor  of 
Druid  Hills  Baptist  Church,  Atlanta, 
and  former  head  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  summed  up  the 
consensus  of  Atlanta  ministers  when 

he  stated:  ^  ,  . 

“I  don't  know  to  what  extent  in¬ 
creased  church  attendance  is  reflect¬ 
ing  the  Korean  crisis,  but  certainly 
church-goers  are  considerably  sober-

He  Insisted  that  “in¬ 
telligent  non-conformists  advocate 
the  separation  of  church  and  state, 
not  only  because  they  feel  they  suf¬ 
fer  certain  disabilities,  but  because 
they  feel  the  state  churches  them-

Number  of  Nations  Reaches  Peak 
Only  once  before  in  modern  Bap¬ 
tist  History  (Atlanta,  1939)  have  as 
many  Baptists  assembled  in  one 
meeting  and  never  before  have  so 
many  nations  been  represented  in  a 
meeting  of  the  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance.  This  is  the  eighth  World  Con¬ 
gress  of  Baptists  since  1905. 

As  usual,  there  was  a  sense  of  ex¬ 
pectancy  in  the  ball  park.  Something 
big  was  about  to  happen,  but  this 
was  a  different  kind  of  excitement. 
The  Congress  Band,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Louis  Mayer,  filled  the 
stadium  with  religious  music  and  the 
great  choir,  said  to  number  5,000,  led 
by  Dr.  Cyril  Barker,  sang  praises  to 
God.  Instead  of  the  umpire’s  “Play 
ball.  .  .”  Alliance  president.  Dr.  Oscar 
Johnson  of  St.  Louis,  called  for  the 
roll  of  nations. 

Through  a  Guard  of  Honor  of  the 
flags  of  the  nations,  representatives 
from  52  countries  marched  across  the 
ball  field,  paused  briefly  as  one  from 
each  group  brought  &  greeting  from 
his  own  land. 

"We  bring  you  greetings  from  the 
Baptist  Union  of  Scotland”  came  over 
the  loudspeaker  as  a  kitty  band 
marched  by.  “We  bring  you  greetings 
from  the  Baptists  of  Norway.  .  .  Ger¬ 
many.  .  .  Nigeria.  .  .  and  so  on  a  list 
of  colorful  groups,  many  dressed  in 
national  costume.  t 

Prolonged  applause  followed  the 
greeting  and  appeal  from  the 
Czechoslovakian  spokesman  who 
pleaded,  “Pray  for  us  who  are  behind 
the  Iron  curtain.”  The  Russian  Bap¬ 
tists  of  the  United  States  created 
,  quite  a  stir  when  they  thanked  God 
"For  the  freedom  that  we  enjoy  here 
In  the  United  States.”  (Russia  sent 
no  delegates). 

Finland,  that  has  been,  resisting 
various  pressures,  assured  that,  “We 
will  never  deny  the  name  of  Christ.” 

President  Johnson  then,  good- 
humoredly.  expressed  appreciation  to 
the  Cleveland  Indian’s  Baseball  Club 
for  the  use  of  the  field  and  for  the 
free  lights  and  then  added,  "And  I 
bring  you  greetings  from  the  St. 
Louis  Browns.”  (The  Browns  are  last 
to  the  American  League).

Dr.  Robert  J.  McCracken,  pastor  of 
New  York  City’s  Riverside  Church 
speaking  on  the  subject,  “Christianity 
in  the  Atomic  Age”  said.  What 
makes  Christianity  a  gospel  is  iu 
affirmation  that  neither  society  nor 
man  need  stay  the  way  they  are.

President  Truman  Sends  Message 

Earlier  It  had  been  explained  that 
President  Harry  S.  Truman  could  not 
be  present  at  the  Congress  as  had 
been  planned  because  of  the  Korean 
crisis  and  as  the  audience  arose, 
Alliance  President  Johnson  read  the 
message  that  President  Truman  had 
sent. 

Extracts  from  the  President’s  let¬ 
ter  follow: 

"Americans  rededicated  to  Chris¬ 
tian  truths  must  lead  the  world’s 
fight  for  continued  freedom  of  man. 

"We  reject  the  Communistic  teach¬ 
ing  that  Christianity  ls  untrue;  that 
religion  is  necessary.  It  is  for  us,  ln 
these  days  of  doubt  and  despair,  to 
bear  true  and  valient  witness  to  the 
faith  of  our  fathers — the  faith  de¬ 
livered  to  the  saints  and  transmitted 
to  us  through  long  generations  of 
Christian  forebears. 

"The  World-Wide  character  of  our 
Baptist  Alliance  Assemblage  is  what 
gives  this  gathering  its  strength,  its 
influence  and  its  opportunity.  In 
Cleveland  will  be  gathered  Baptists 
from  many  climes,  many  nations,  and 
all  races.  To  those  who  have  come 
from  our  own  country  and  to  those 
journeying  from  overseas,  from  the 
remotest  corners  of  the  earth,  I 
would  give  this  warning;  The  nations 
of  the  world — our  own  Included,  with 
its  unprecedented  wealth  and  un¬ 
limited  natural  resources — cannot 
survive  materially  unless  redeemed 
spiritually."

Several  illustrations  were  Impres¬ 
sively  used  to  prove  the  point  that  If 
we  “raise  the  sights*’  of  our  people 
we  can  do  the  task  easier.  He  told  of 
a  pastor  Who  decided  to  ask  two 
wealthy  people  In  his  church  to  un¬ 
derwrite  the  salary  of  a  missionary. 

He  went  to  the  first,  a  wealthy 
widow,  and  asked  her  to  pay  one  half 
the  total  amount.  She  was  not  In¬ 
terested.  The  pastor  went  away  con¬ 
cerned  because  he  knew  that  she 
could  have  done  it  with  ease.  The 
next  day  he  decided  to  go  back  and 
ask  her  to  pay  the  whole  salary  for 
a  missionary  by  herself  She  was  en¬ 
thusiastically  Interested  and -Complied 
with  his  request. 

This  sermon  his  interested  and  in¬ 
spired  the  writer.  Several  years  ago 
when  pastor  In  Leland,  he  was  asked 
to  raise  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  Louisville  Seminary,  his  Alma 
Mater.  Because  of  other  large  gifts 
which  had  been  made  he  was  a  bit 
reluctant  to  present  the  matter  to 
the  deacons  and  then  to  the  church. 

But  he  remembered  the  sermon  on 
“The  Lilliputian  Heresy".  The  writer 
decided,  after  prayer,  to  ask  the 
deacons  to  double  the  amount  and 
recommended  to  the  church  that  we 
give  two  thousand  dollars  to  our 
three  seminaries.  They  accepted  the 
challenge  and  more  than  two  thou¬ 
sand  three  hundred  dollars  were 
raised.  Thank  God  for  the  sermon  on 
“Lilliputian  Heresy’’.! 

How  guilty  are  we  of  this  terrible 
heresy?  Heresy  Is  a  hard  cold  word. 
The  Lord  never  meant  for  us  to  be 
small,  circumscribed  or  provincial  in 
our  thinking.  He  means  for  us  to 
think  and  act  like  world  citizens.  Our 
programs  and  plans  should  be  on  a 
world  wide  scale.  Our  attempts  for 
Christ  should  be  challenging  to  our 
people. 

How  many  cases  do  we  know  where 
churches  have  had  little  vision  when 
building  a  new  building?  T^iey  have 
built  for  Uhe  present  and  filled  the 
new  building  Immediately  with  no 
opportunity  for  expansion  or  growth 
In  the  future.  Far  better  would  It  be 
to  build  space  unusable  at  the 
present  than  to  be  hindered  In  the 
growth  of  your  organization  for  years 
because  of  lack  of  room.  A  church 
debt  on  the  present  building  will  pre¬ 
vent  most  churches  from  building  for 
more  expansion. 

By  all  means  we  should  carefully 
analyze  our  needs  and  possible 
growth  and  buUd  with  the  future  in 
mind.  Write  to  the  Architectural  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board,  Nashville,  Tennessee, 
for  suggestions  In  the  light  of  your 
survey.  Don’t  Just  build  rooms,  build 
usuable  space.

ed  by  the  word  from  Korea.  They  | 
demonstrate  a  spiritual  craving  ap¬ 
parently  sharpened  by  fears  for  J 
•world  peace— and  a  growing  recogni¬ 
tion  ihat  they  must  turn  to  a  Higher 
Power  for  assurance  of  that  peace/’ 
Church  leaders  in  Portland,  Ore., 
observed  that  widh  growing  world 
tension,  people  are  turning  In  In¬ 
creasing  numbers  to  the  churches  for 
reassurance  and  spiritual  guidance. 
Some  noted  a  marked  upsurge  In 
attendance  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
Korean  war. 

A  check  of  a  dozen  Minneapolis 
churches,  of  that  many  different  de7 
nominations,  failed,  to  disclose  any 
noticeable  attendance  Increase  as  a 

result  of  the  war. 

However,  a  number  of  clergymen 
commented  that  although  there  has 
been  no  upsurge  in  attendance,  neith¬ 
er  has  it  fallen  off  as  It  customarily 
does  in  the  summer  months.  One 
pastor  described  attendance  as  “very 
good"  and  another  as  “pretty  good."

steer  by  the  waves  of  personal  ex¬ 
pediency,  the  wind  of  popular  opinion 
or  the  clouds  of  rested  interests 
rather  than  by  the  everlasting  light 
of  Christ." 

Differences  between  constituent 
bodies  must  not  mar  the  unity  of  the 
Baptist  World  Movement,  Dr.  C. 
Oscar  Johnson  declared  in  his  official 
presidential  address.  At  the  Sunday 
afternoon  session,  Dr.  Johnson  de¬ 
clared  “We  must  never  allow  our 
unity  in  Christ  to  be  disturbed”  by 
the  independent  actions  of  the  more 
than  100  autonomous  bodies  which 
make  up  the  Baptist  World  Alliance, 
convening  agency  of  the  Congress. 

Urges  Strong  Fellowship 

The  Alliance  President  noted  that 
Baptist  organisations  have  differed 
over  the  question  of  affiliating  with 
inter-denominational  groups  and 
world-wide  church  organisations.  He 
said  Baptists  can  further  their 
greatest  contribution  to  broaden 
“Fellowship  among  Christians  by 
making  our  fellowship  the  strongest 
possible.” 

“A  world  fellowship  surely  Is  meant 
for  all  the  people  of  the  world.  Bap¬ 
tists  are  so  constituted  as  to  make 
them  well  qualified  to  spread  this 
light  to  all  nations  and  peoples,”  he 
•aid. 

This  can  be  done.  Dr.  Johnson  said, 
while  “Fully  recognizing  the  rights  of 
every  individual  and  the  autonomy 
of  every  local  Baptist  church." 

The  presiding  congress  official  de¬ 
picted  Baptist  world  solidarity  as  a 
“light”  opposed  to  the  “black  cloud 
of  Communism.” 

“Let  us  not  forget,  be  added,  that 
darkness  Is  not  confined  to  Com¬ 
munist-dominated  countries.  There 
are  sadly  neglected  areas  In  all  our 
lands.  In  this  very  nation  where  we 
meet,  there  are  two  sister  evils  which 
threaten  the  light  that  is  in  us. 
Commercialism  and  Materialism. 
From  these  come  strife  between  labor 
and  management,  white  and  colored 
races."  »

Dr.  Lewis  pointed  out  that  “to  at¬ 
tack  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  In 
Italy  In  speech  or  In  print  is  often 
regarded  as  an  attack  on  the  state 
and  may  be  heavily  punished.”  He 
called  attention  to  Spain  where  he 
said  the  “situation  is  even  still 
worse.”

Korea  and  Missions 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  John  A.  Abernathy, 
who  were  evacuated  from  Seoul  juM 
before  the  city  feU,  are  remaining  in 
Fukuoka,  Japan,  for  awhile  before 
making  any  plans  for  future  location. 
Dr.  Abernathy  caught  a  plane  from 
Seoul,  carrying  only  his  briefcase  out 
with  him,  about  five  hours  after  Mrs. 
Abernathy  had  taken  a  plane  with 
only  one  suitcase. 

The  Korean  situation  is  not  affect¬ 
ing  mission  plans  in  Japan  up  to  this 
time,  Secretary  Baker  J.  Cauthen  told 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  its 
July  meeting.  Twenty-seven  mis¬ 
sionaries,  the  largest  group  of  new 
recruits  ever  sent  to  Japan  at  one 
time,  are  scheduled  to  sail  from  San 
Francisco  on  August  9.  They  will  Join 
42  missionaries  already  in  Japan. 

Improvement  of  mission  property 
in  Japan  is  continuing.  There  is  no 
more  reason  to  hold  It  up  on  the 
prospect  of  war  than  to  hold  up  im¬ 
provement  of  church  property  In  the 
United  States  on  the  prospect  of  war, 
Dr.  Cauthen  stated.  Another  war 
would  mean  destruction  of  property 
in  both  countries. 

Southern  Baptist  pastors  and  de¬ 
nominational  leaders  are  still  pre¬ 
paring  for  the  two-month  preaching 
mission  to  Japan  in  the  fall. 

The  conflict  to  Korea  is  causing 
greater  tension  to  Chtoa,  Dr.  Cauthen 
said.  Some  of  the  missionaries  now 
to  Communist-dominated  sections 
art  requesting  transfer  to  Chinese¬ 
speaking  areas  outside  Chtoa,  as  an 
alternative  to  returning  to  the  states.

Many  churches  arc  reporting  good 
Vacation  Bible  School.  Have  you 
made  your  report  yet?  These  reports 
are  revealing.  Last  year  we  note  that 
we  enroled  over  one  million  three 
hundred  thousand  boys  and  girls  in 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  all  over  our 
Convention  territory.  In  our  state  we 
had  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five 
schools.  Mississippi  Is  about  average 
In  matter  of  enrolment,  for  our  op¬ 
portunity,  for  number  of  boys  and 
girls  won  to  Christ.  Dr.  Homer  Grice 
says  that  Southern  Baptist  churches 
won  over  thirty-four  thousand  boys 
and  girls  to  Jesus  in  the  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  held.  We  need  to  in¬ 
crease  the  number  of  schools.  When 
we  do  that  we  will  teach  more  boys 
and  girls  the  Bible  and  we  certainly 
will  win  more  of  them  to  Christ. 


Mississippi  is  average,  we  baptized  one 
person  for  eaoh  three  lost  enrolled 
in  the  Sunday  School.  The  others  we 
baptized  was  in  ratio  to  one  out  of 
every  371  possibilities  for  church 
membership  in  our  communities 
where  we  work  as  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists.  The  Sunday  School  and  Evan¬ 
gelism?  It  is  the  heart  of  the  function 
of  a  Sunday  School  to  win  people  to 
Christ.  When  they  come  through  the 
Sunday  School  we  are  also  getting 
our  greatest  opportunity  to  hold  them 
in  classes  that  we  might  teach  them 
to  do  all  that  Christ  has  commanded 
that  we  do  as  His  people.

Adults 

It  should  challenge  us  to  know  that 
there  are  literally  thousands  of  our 
men  and  women  unreached  in  the 
churches  where  we  work.  Our  great 
problem  is  an  adult  one  If  we  reach 
adults,  we  take  care  of  the  major 
matters  that  all  us.  We  hear  again 
and  again  that  our  adult  opportuni¬ 
ties  are  unlimited  In  fact  we  have 
heard  it  so  many  times  until  we  are 
growing  a  sort  of  immunity  to  the  I 
bigness  of  this  matter.  Where  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  work  they  tell  us  there 
are  over  32  million  adults  not  enrolled 
in  Sunday  Schools.  If  we  took  one 
third  of  that  number  as  our  possibili¬ 
ties,  we  would  have  over  10  million  to 
work  for  now.  Perhaps  the  bigness  of 
this  matter  would  dawn  on  us  if  we 
look  a  close  census  of  the  community 
where  we  live  and  see  what  it  means 
where  we  live  and  work.  Certainly  we 
have  too  many,  in  any  church,  that 
we  are  not  reaching. 

It  is  a  shocking  matter  to  learn  the 
number  of  adults  in  the  average 
church  unenllsted.  We  have  got  them 
to  walk  the  aisle  of  the  church,  we 
have  baptized  them,  but  we  have 
not  taught  them  to  “observe  all 
things”  that  Christ  commanded.  Why 
do  we  know  this?  Too  many  of  them, 
In  our  churohes,  do  not  produce.  They 
do  not  bear  fruit.  Should  we  stop 
there?  If  we  do  our  Jobs  we  cannot 
sit  down  and  bemoan  the  fact  that 
so  many  of  them  do  nothing,  but  the 
large  number,  doing  nothing,  should 
challenge  us.  Below  we  list  again  a 
program  that  will  work  where  you 
are.  This  will  get  many  of  these 
adults  enlisted,  in  harness,  on  the 
production  line: 

A.  We  need  to  start  more  units, 
more  classes  for  them. 

B.  We  need  to  train  our  workers 
for  adult  classes  and  Departments. 

C.  We  need  to  grade  and  promote 
adults. 

D.  We  need  to  utilize  class  officers. 

E.  We  need  to  promote  visitation 
for  adults. 

Necessary  tools  for  workers  with 
adults:  The  books  of  the  Sunday 
School  training  course.  We  have  three 
of  these,  A.  Adults  in  Sunday  School; 
A.  Understanding  Adults;  C.  Teaching 
Adults  in  the  Sunday  School.  Mr. 
Phillips  is  the  writer  of  the  first  book 
and  Dr.  Dobins  is  the  writer  of  the 
last  two.  These  books  may  be  had 
from  the  Baptist  Book  Store,  Jackson, 
Mississippi.

OF  DAVID'S  LIFE 

You  and  the  committee  have  it  your 
way,  if  you  like,  and  call  toe  lesson, 
••David,  a  Kii«  Who  Hooored  God."  But 
ijlow  me  to  think  that  the  important 
character  in  this  lesson  is  not  David  but 
God  And  that  the  sqme  is  true  at  every 
great  character  who  has  shaped  the 
destinies  of  men  and  women  who  came 
of  ordinary  origin,  romped  and  played 
on  the  level  of  the  ordinary,  grew  up 
to  the  obscurity  of  the  lot  and  light  of 
the  ordinary  horde  or  mob.  if  you  will. 

Then  one  day  It  began  to  become  plain 
that  they  were  a  bit  nnnsual,  and  often 
this  fact  waa  interpreted  to  mean  that 
the  Individual  in  such  a  case  waa  odd 
and  peculiar  and  queer.  And  such  a 
man  or  woman  might  become  looked 
upon  as  a  messenger  and  servant  of  on- 
nsual  gifts,  even  while  still  living,  a 
servant  of  some  power  above  them¬ 
selves.

Jerusalem  bad  become  the  center  of  the 
nation’s  life,  and  it  must  be  primarily 
of  the  nation’s  religious  Mfe.  But  the 
Lord  shaped  David’s  plan  for  a  temple 
by  a  prohibition. 

Yon  will  aee,  however,  that  God  honor¬ 
ed  David  because  he  had  desired  to 
bnild  the  temple.  “What  I  would  have 
been  and  was  not  comfort*  me.”  God 
will  always  take  note  of  the  man  or 
woman  who  desires  to  do  some  great 
good  thing  for  him.  We  do  not  desire  to 
do  the  best  we  can  In  vain.  Men  are 
lifted  op  by  their  pare  and  great  plans 
mil  purposes  and  dreams  of  the  great 
things  nndertakrn  and  accomplished  for 
God,  are  never  the  same  afterwards, 
boy  over  a  Mt  better  lor  the  desire  and 
aim.
